1) If any three members of the Legislature object to the bill being considered on Consent Calendar, 
please advise the Clerk in writing.  Such requests must be filed with the Clerk prior to the expiration of 
15 minutes of debate, at this stage of consideration, on the bill to be removed. 

2) Upon either the completion of debate or the expiration of 15 minutes, whichever comes first, a vote 
shall be taken to advance the bill and on any pending motions or amendments pursuant to Rule 5, 
Section 6(d). 

3) Any amendment adopted, other than the standing committee amendment, which adds new subject 
matter to the bill will result in the bill not being scheduled at the next stage of debate.
